The combination does not include the 
particulars of the subcombination as at least edges configured as defined are not 
required. The subcombination has separate utility such as use as a tiedown for a 
warehouse shelf. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups I and III do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: groups I and 
III are related as combination and subcombination. The combination does not include 
the particulars of the subcombination as at least edges configured as defined are not 
required. The subcombination has separate utility such as use as a tiedown for a 
warehouse shelf. 

4. The inventions listed as Groups III and 11 do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: groups I and 
II are related as combination and subcombination. The combination does not include 
the particulars of the subcombination as at least the back surface specifically securing 
the tensile member per se is not required.
